N A Proclamation for preuention of abuſes of 


Informers, Clerkes, and others in their proſecutions 
vpon the Lawes, and Statutes of this Realme. 


Hereas for the more due execution of the Lawes, and Statutes of this 


Kealme, and the better to refo:zme the abuſes of Common Infozmers 
m their brug pꝛolecutions, and verations of Our Subiects: Wee by 
[Dur Tetters Patents under Our great Seale of England, bearing 
date at Weltminſter the twentieth dapok Febꝛuarp, in the fift peere of Our 
Raigne, vpon duc conſideration did ratifie and confirme the Office of 
Kccemer aud Collectour of Fines, and Fozfeitures due vpon penall 
Lawes, fo:merly erected by Our late deere Father of bleſſed memozie, 
in the eighteenth peere of His raigne; and thereunto We vnited and an⸗ 
nexed the Suruepmg, Vegiſtring, Collection, and Receipt of Fines, and 
Fozteitures, fo2 trauigreſſing the Common Law of this Bealme, oz any branch thereof, and of 
all, and euerp Recoguzance, o: Recogmzances thereupon grounded, which were, oꝛ ſhould be foz- 
feited to Our vſe in any Our Courts of Juſtice, and Judicature, within this Our RealmeofEng- 
land, and Dominion of Wale and of alllummes of Boney, Which were, o2 ſhould bee to Us, Our 
Heires and Sucteſſoꝛs, duc. o; growing by reaſon of any Inkozmation, Bull, Plaint, Suit, Action, 
Pꝛeſentment, Compoſition, Uerdict, Judgement, Execution, oz other pꝛoteeding tommenced, oz to 
be commenced and pꝛoſecuted either by Dur Attozney generall fo2 the time being, 02 by any common 
Fufo2mer,o2 other pꝛolecutour, pirſon, oꝛ perſons whatſoencr, againſt any offendour, oꝛ defendant 
fo: tranſgreſſing the ſaid Tawes aud Pꝛemiles, oꝛ any of chem, 22 by reaſon of any Recognizance as 
afozeſaid; Sithence, the one and thirticth yeere of the raigne of Dur late Royall pꝛedeteſſo: Queene 
Elizabeth, (excepting the Regiltring of all Suites, Plaints, and Pntfo2:1 ations, and the collecting of 
all Fines, and Fozfeitures due, 02 to be due by any ſentence of Dur Court of Starchamber, 02 by 
any Judgement, Dentence, o: Decree in either of Dur Courtes holden, 02 to bee holden befozethe 
TLoꝛd Pꝛelident and Councell, in Our Paincipalitie and Marches of Wolcs, oz befoze the Lo2d Pꝛe⸗ 
ident and Countell, in the Nozth parts of this Dur Realie, oz in any Court Teet, oz Courtes 
Leets, and of all Fines, and Foꝛfeitures foz Cuſtome cauſes, and touching QurlctledBenenue, and 
of all other Fines, and Fozfeitures, whereof the Regiſtring, Collection, and Receipt was by any 
letters Patents vnder the great Seale of England granted to any other perſon, oz perſons, befoze the 
fifteenth day of October, in the eighteenth yeere of the raigne of Our laid deere Father, and which 
were in foꝛte at the time ofthe making, and enlealing of Our laid letters Patents.) And whereas, 
by Our laid letters Patents, We haue granted the ſaid Office vnto Our truſty and welbelotted ſer⸗ 
uants lames Chambers Doctour of Phiſicke, one of Our PHyſitians foꝛ Our Perlon in oꝛdmarp, and 
Edward Brawnc Eſquire, one of Our Gentlemen Sewers in oꝛdinarie, fo: terme of their lines, and the 
longeſt linerof them, to be exerciſed, and executed by himſcife, oz themſeiues, oꝛ by his. oꝛ their ſufft- 
tient deputie, oꝛ deputies, as therein moꝛe at large it doth, and may appeare. 
Now fo:aſmuci), as notwithſtanding the ſeuerall pꝛouiſions exp2eſſed in Our laid letters Pa 
tents, and ſeuerall directions lithence ginen by Us in purſuance thereof, fox pꝛtuenting of great 


{raudes, and abuſes committed by the ſubtihe pzactiſes of common Inkoꝛmers, combining with vn⸗ 
der Cleckes, and other inferiour officers their tontederates, in their pꝛolecutions vpon the ſaid 
Lawes, andpzemiſes; the ſame continue ſtill moze and moze pꝛactized, to Our great pꝛeindite, the 
contempt ot Dur Lawes, and abuſe of Our Sublects, and to the oncly pzinate gaine of them the 
[aid Jntoꝛmers. Cierkes, and other ſuch tnferiour perſons and officers : We theretoze, foꝛ the better 
bꝛeuention ot all ſuch fraudes, aud pzactiſes in time to come, and foꝛ the better ſetling, and oꝛdering ol 
the laid Office, and perfozmance of Our leruite therem to be done by Our ſaid officers; And to the 
intent Dar Royall will and pleaſure, and pꝛouiſions in Our ſatd letters Patents, concerning the 
pꝛemiſſes, may be the moze publiqueip knowne and duly obſerned; Haue thought fit by this Pur 
P2oclamation to giue publique nottce thereof, to all Our officers, and louing Subtects, eſpecially 
thoſe whom it docth, ozmay concerne ; That they noꝛ any of them inay pꝛetend ignoꝛante, if at any 
time hereafter they (hall vio late, oꝛ tranſgreſſe the lame: hich we doe hereby ſtreightly charge, and 
command them, and euerp of them, carefully to obſerue, vnder paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and 
ſuch puniſhments, as by the Lawes of this Our Realme, oꝛ Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall may be in- 
flicted vpon them fozſuch their contempt. 

And firſt, foꝛ the better and moze certaine knowledge of the p:ocecdings of Inkoꝛmers, and of 
what thereby ſhall accrue vnto Us, and to pꝛeuent their ſecret pzactiſes; We doe hereby ſtraightly 
charge and Command, that euerp Inkoꝛmer and other pꝛolccutour, perſon, and perſons whatſo⸗ 
euer, that ſhall at any time hereakter exhibite oz pꝛeferre any Pnfozmation, Bill, Plamt, Sutte, 
Action, 02 Pꝛeſentment, in any Our Courtes, oz places of Juſtice within this Dur Realme of 
England, and Dominion of Walcs, (Except the Courts and places befoze cxcepted) vpon any penall 
Law, oz Statute, oꝛ foz tranſgreſſing the Common Law of this Realme, oz any — oꝛ mem- 
her thereof, wherein We ſhall be intereſſed, ſhall befoze he take out any Wꝛit, oꝛ Pꝛoteſſe againſt 
any Dekendant, foꝛ appearance to his Suite, deliner a bꝛiefe and perfect Note, oꝛ Copie of cuery ſuch 
Infoꝛmation, Bill, Plaint, Suite, Action, and Pꝛeſentment to Our ſaid Receiners, their De- 
puties, oꝛ ſome ot them, either at their publique Office kept foꝛ that purpoſe, in, oꝛ neere Our Citie 
ot London, foz ſuch as ſhall be exhibited, and pꝛoſetuted, in Our Courtes of Recozd at Weltminſter, 
and other Dur Courts of Juſtice, in, oꝛ neere Our Citie of London, and plates thereunto adiop⸗ 
ning, oꝛ to their particular Deputies attending in the ſeuerall Counties, and places afozeſaid, foz 
ſucy as ſhall be there pꝛeferred, and pꝛoletuted, To the intent that an Entrie may be thereof, by 
him, and them had, and made, actoꝛding tothe true intent and meaning of the laid letters Patents, 

And Our further Will, ard Pleaſure is, that no Officer, Attozney, oz other Clerke, oz Clerkes 
whatſoeuer, whether belonging to any the ſaid High Courtes of Juſttte at Weltminſter, oz to any 
other interiour Court oz Courts as atfozeſaid, oꝛ to any Towne Cozpozate, Bozough Towne, oz 
other place within this Dur Realme of England, and Puntipalitie afozeſatd, hauing Authontie to 
Fllue foꝛth any ſuch u82tt, oꝛ Pꝛotes, (hail I ſſue foꝛth any ſuch againſt any Defendant, at the Suite 
of any Infoꝛmer, oꝛ other Pꝛoſetutoꝛ, vpon any the foꝛeſaid Lawes, oꝛ Dtatutes, vutill it ſhall bee 
made appeare vnto ſuch Clerke, Attozney, Dfficer, oꝛ other perſon, by ſome Note, 02 Wziting bn- 
der the hand, oꝛ hands of Our ſaid Recciuers,02hts, oꝛ their Deputie.oz Depuries, oꝛ ſome ofthem, 
That they Dur laid Keceiuers oꝛ their Deputies, oꝛ ſome of them,hane had ſufficient notice of enery 
ſuch Pufozmatton, Sutte, Action, oꝛ Plaint, together with the names, and plates of the abode of 
the parties both plaintife, and defendant. 

Aud Our kurther Will and Plealure is, and We doe hereby ſtraightly charge, and Command, all 
common Inkoꝛmers, and other Pzoſecuto2s as afozeſaid, that ſhall hereafter ſue out any Licence 
to Commune, Compound, and Agree with any Defendant, oz make any Compoſition vpon any 
ſuch Licence, 02 pꝛoture any Fine to be ſet, ſtricken, oz Aſſeſſed to Us foꝛ the ſame; and eneryOfficer, 
Attozney, and Clerke belonging to any Pur Courts, 02 places of Juſtice as afozeſaid, that ſhall 
make, 02 pzepare any ſuch Licence, oꝛ any Warrant, Bull, oꝛ Waiting, fo: the ſtriking,ſetting,02 Al- 
ſeſſing of any Fine, vpon, oz by reaſon of any Inkozmation, Bill, Plaint, Suite, Pzeſentment, o: 
Action as afoꝛeſaid, oꝛ foz, o2 by reaſon of any Uerdict, Compoſition, oꝛ Inqueſt; That they, and 
euery of them reſpectinely from time to tune at all rimes hereafter, by W2iting vnder his, oꝛ their 
hand, oꝛ other wile giue true, certaine, and ſufficient notice, and knowledge thereof, to Our ſaid Re- 
cetuers, oꝛ their Deputies, oꝛ ſome of them, befoze any ſuch Licence foꝛ Compoſition, oꝛ Warrant 
fo: Alleſſing, oꝛ ſtriking off Fines as afozeſaid hall be exhibited, oꝛ pzeferred to any the Judges, 
Barons, oꝛ Juſtices of Dur laid Courts, oꝛ to Our Attozney Generall foꝛ the time being, to bee by 
them, oꝛanp of them Signed, Granted, Stricken, Set, 02 Alleſſed reſpectiuely as afozeſaid ; To 
the intent, that not onely Entries of the particulars thereof, together with the names and places 
of abode of the parties, both Plaintifes, and Defendants, may be the moze duely had, made, and 
entred by Dur laid Keceiuers, oꝛ their Deputies foz Ourlervice, accozding to the true meaning of 
Our laid letters Patents: But allo that they Our ſaid Receiuers, oꝛ their Deputies, oꝛ ſome of 
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them, maybeattendant onthe ſaid Judges, Yuſticesand Barons oꝛ bpon Our Attoꝛney generall 

at the rating, ſetting, ſtriking, oꝛ aſſeſſing of the ſayd Fine o2 Fines, the better to Pnfozme them 02 
any of them of the nature and qualitie of the Offence whereupon the layd Fine is to be allel⸗ 
led, That thereby the ſayd Fine may be by them Our layd Judges, Inſiices, Barons, oꝛ Atto2- 
ney gencrall mitigated 02 increaſed, as the cauſe ſhall require and they (hall think fit. 

And foz the better perfozming of this our Seruice, Our Royall willandPlcaſure ts, That the 
Clerke of the Crowne in Our Bench at Weltminſter , the Cuſtos Brevium in Qur Court of Common 
Pleas, Our Pꝛothonotaries of that Court, The Remembzancer of Our Court of Exchequer, and 
the Clerke oꝛ Pzothonotarie of the Office of Pleas in that Court foꝛ the time being The Clerks 
of Alltze, and Clerksof the Peaceinall and euery Our Courts in the ſeuerall Counties and circuits 
th:oughout this Our Realme of England and Dominion of Walcs ; the Clerks of Cities and 
Townes Cozpozate, and all other Officersand Piniſters ofthe layd ſcuerail Courts, and all and 
tuery the Officers and Miniſters of Us, Our Heires and Sucteſſoꝛs whatſoeuer, whomit ſhall o2 
may concerne doe take ſpeciall notite of this Our Royall will and leaſure in the pꝛemiſſes, and in 
Our ſayd Tetters patents moze at large expꝛeſſed. 

And that euery Infoꝛmer allo, after Compolitton made with any defendant, and befoze he ſhall 
reteiue his money oz any part thereof, oꝛ make any Acquittance oꝛ diſcharge foz the ſame, Hall not 
onely certifie his Compoſition vpon oath befoze one of the Judges oꝛ Juſtices by whom ſuch licence 
was graunted and ſigned; (whom we haue by Our ſayd Letters Patents authoꝛtzed co adminiſter 
ſuch oath) But ſhall alſo returne the ſame ſo certified vnto the Court oꝛ Office from whence pzocelle 
vpon luch Jnfozimation, ſuite, oꝛ other Action did iſſue, whereupon the ſayd Licence was granted; 
And (hall likewiſe giue notice thereof by waiting vnder his the laid Infoꝛmers hand vnto Our laid 
Recetuers oꝛ their deputics oꝛ ſome of them tothe end that they oꝛ ſome of them may be there pzeſent 
to receiue the mopetie oꝛ other part of the Fozfeiture by Our ſapd Lawes and Statutes limited and 
appointed to Us, oꝛ other wile pꝛocure a Fine to be ſet foꝛ Us, oꝛ pꝛoceſſe awarded againſt the de⸗ 
fendants ad ſæcisfacicndum Finem. 

And foꝛ the better diſcouering of any Fraud, abuſe, delay, oꝛ concealement, and finding out of 
the ſayd Fines, Fozfettures, Compoſitions, Uerdicts, Judgements, Erecations , ſumme and 
lummes of money which are oz hereafter during the terme ato2eſayd ſhall be due, payable, oz an- 
ſwerable vnto Us, Dar Hetres, and Succeſſozs, foꝛ any the cauſes befoze mentioned, We doe here- 
by Will. oꝛdaine, Command authoꝛtze, and appoint that Our ſaid Recetuer and Recetuers,and their 
and euery of their Deputie oꝛ Deputies, ſhall and may at all times hereafter haue acceſſe vnto, and 
biew, peruſe, ſearch, and examine all and euery the Ketoꝛds, Pzoces, Files, Infoꝛmations, En⸗ 
tries, Bookes, Eſtreates, and Rolles whatſoeuer remaining , 02 which ſhall remaine in anyof 
Our ſayd Courts oꝛ places of Juſtice , oꝛ Juditature afoze-ſayd, oꝛ in any other Court o2 Courts 
whatſoener Within this Our Realme of England and Dominion of wales, hautng power to heare and 
determine, and befoze whom ſuch ſuites may lawfully be bzought , oꝛ in the cuſtodie of any the Of: 
ficers 02 Miniſters of the ſame Courts; and ſhall oꝛ may at the will and pleaſureof them Our ſaid 
Receiuers 02 their deputies make and take notes and Copies thereof, without any Fee to beepayd 
fo: the ſame : To which end, and fo2 the greater eaſe of Our lapd Recetuers, and their deputies ; 
Dur will and Pleaſure is, and Wee doe hereby expꝛeſiy charge and command the Clerke of our 
Crowne in Our Bench at Wcltminlter fox the time being, the Cultos Brevium in Dur Court of Com- 
mon Þleas, the Pꝛothonotaries of the ſame Court, the Remembzancer of Dur Court of Exche- 
quer, and the Maſter Clerks, and other Officers ok the Court of Pleas there foz the time being, 
the Llerks of Aſſize, and Clerks of the Peacein their ſeuerall Counties Courts, and circuits, the 
Clerks of all Cities, and Townes cozpozate within this Realme and the Dommions thereof fo: 
the time being, and which hereafter ſhall be, and euery or them, and all other Officers and Mint. 
ſters ofthe ſayd ſeuerall Courts and places afozeſayd ; And all and enery the Officers and Mini⸗ 
ſters of Us , Our Heires and Succeſſoꝛs, whom it ſhall oz may concerne throughout this Dur 
Realme of England and Dominion of wal-:, That from hentefoꝛth there be in euery the layd ſeue- 
rall Courts acertaine place appointed, and therein a publique Booke of Regiſter oꝛ Entrie exact- 
ly kept, In which, all and euerp the Jnfozmations , Bills, Plaints, Suits, Actions , Pe- 
ſentments, Licences, Compoſittons,. Uerdicts, Judgements, and other pzoceedings which now 
are, oꝛ hereafter ſhall be exhibited oꝛ pꝛeferred, had, made, alleſſed, adiudged, oꝛ recoueredin any of 
the ſaid leuerall Courts, Places, oꝛ Counties afoꝛelſaid by any Inkoꝛmer 02 other pꝛoſecutoꝛ.perſon 
oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer vyan the lapd Lawes oz Statutes, ſhall be diſtinctly entred and regiſtred 
and alſo all, and euery Recognizance and Recogntzances which ſhall be giuen oz entred into, Ac- 
knowledged andtaken to Dur vie, grounded vpon the ſald Tawes oz Statutes. 
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And to the end Our laid Receiners oꝛ their Deputies may the better execute and exertile the ſayd 
Office, and recetue and bꝛing into the Coffers of Us, our Heires and Sutteſſoꝛs the lummes of mo⸗ 
ney, Fines, Foꝛfeitures, Compoſitions, and other the duties befozc mentioned; Our will and 
Plcalure is, that the chiefe Jullites, and other the Juſtices of both our Benches at Weſtmin⸗ 
ſter, foꝛ the time being, aud all and ſingular the Officers and Miniſters of the ſame Courts, 
foꝛ the time being, and all and ſingular Jaſtices of Aſſize, and Juſtices of the Peace, Clerks of Al- 
ſize, and Clerks of che Peace, Clerksof Cities and Townes coꝛpoꝛate, and all other Officers 
whatloeuer, whom it ſhall, oz may concerne, to cauſe all and cuery the tozeſayd Fines, Foꝛfeitures, 
Amerciaments, Compoſitions, and other the pꝛemiſſes which (hall bee had, made, ſet , ſtricken, 
allelled, compounded, adiudged, oꝛ other wile happen in any of Our Courts oꝛ other plates of Yu- 
ſtice, with, oz bekoze them, oꝛ any of them reſpectiuely from time to time, at all times hereafter, at 
leaſt once in euery of the foure leuerall Termes of the yeere, oꝛ within ten dayes next alter the end 
of cuery the layd foure Termes, to be eſtreated into Our Court of Exchequer, and a Duplicate 
oꝛ Copie thereof linewile ginen to Our ſayd Receiners, their Deputtcs, ozſome of them, to the 
end that pꝛoteſſe may from thence iſſue foꝛ the leuying of the ſayd Fints and Foꝛfeitures, as foꝛ the 
lcuying of other Our Fines and Amerctaments are vſuall. willing, requiring, and commanding 
the Trealurer, Chancelloꝛ, Under treaſurer, and Barons ol our ſayd Court of Erchequer, and o⸗ 
ther the Dificers and Miniſters of the layd Court foz the time being, to whom it ſhall appertaine, 
to award and make foꝛth, 82 cauſe to be awarded and made foꝛth of the ſayd Court, accozding to - 
the tourſe there vſed, ſuch, and ſo many Comnuſſions, waits, and other Pꝛoceſle, as ſhall be thought 
fit, and ſhall be required by Our ſayd Keceiuers oꝛ their deputies oꝛ any of them, foꝛ the moꝛe ſpee- 
die leuping, collecting, and gettuig in of the Fines, Foꝛfeitures, and pꝛemiſſes; and vpon requeſt ot 
Our layd Recetuers. o2 their Deputies, to bee furthering, ayding, and aſſiſting vnto them in the do⸗ 
ing and executing of Our wal and Pleaſure expꝛeſſed in Our ſayd Letters Patents, and that al⸗ 
well they, as all other the Judges, Puſtices, and Officers in their ſeuerall Courts, and accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to their leuerall duties and places, do make, ſet downe, and publiſh,ſuch and ſo many other and 
kurther Acts, Oꝛders and O2dinances fo2 the reducing of Infoꝛzmers, Attoꝛnepes, Clerks, Under⸗ 
ſheriffes, Bayliifes, and other inferiour Otlicers, and Miniſters whom it ſhall, oz may concerne, 
— — — and due obleruance and perfo2zmance ofthe pzemifſcs, as they in their wiledomes ſhall 
thinke fit. 

And Wee doe further hereby will and Command, all and euery Sheriffe and Sheriffes, and 
their Under-ſheriffes, and other perſons whatſoener,to whoſe hands any the ſumme and lummes 
of money, oꝛ other duties of the nature afoꝛeſaid, oꝛ any part thereof ſhall tome, and all, and euery 
Defendant and Defendants in anp the Suites befoze mentioned, from time to time, to deliuer and 
pay to Pur ſaid Recetuers, o2 their Deputie 02 Deputtcs, all and euery ſuch ſumme and ſummes of 
money, by them oz anpof them to Us now due and owing, oꝛ hereafter, during the terme afozeſaid, 
to be due and owing to Us, Our Hetics and Sutteſſours, fo anythe cauſes, oꝛ matters befoze men⸗ 
tioned, taking onelp an Acquittante, 02 Receipt, vnder the hand and Scale ok the lald Receiner oz 
Recetuers, his, oꝛ their Deputie oꝛ Deputies, oꝛ one of them foꝛ the lame, which (hall be vnto them 
and euerp ok them, a ſufficient diſcharge in that behalfe. 

And fo2 the better eale and relicfeof ſuch Our Subietts, who in reſpect of their great pouertie, 
are not able to ſatiſfie and pay bnto Us, Dur Hetres and Sucteſſours, the whole ſumme, oꝛ penaltie 
to Us foꝛfeited, and adiudged by Dur laid Lawes, by reaſon of the pꝛenuſſes: Our will and plea⸗ 
{ure is, that vpon Certificate vnder the hands and Seales of lire, oz moze of the pꝛincipall and 
chiefe men of the Pariſh where the laid Delinquents (hall dwell, (the Parſon, oz Miniſter there 
to be one,) ofthe pouertie of the ſatd Delinquents, any two oꝛ moze of the Judges, Juſtices, Ba- 
ronsof Dur Exchequer, and other Officers (whereof the Lo2d chieke Baron, oꝛ Dur Attoꝛney 
Generall foꝛ the time being to be one, and ſome one of the Judges oꝛ Juſtices, befoze whom ſuch 
Inkozmation, Sutt, oꝛ other Action was, o2 ſhall be tryed, to be another) may upon ſight of ſuch 
Certificate of their pouerty, as in the ſayd Letters Patents is expꝛeſſed, delinered them by Our ſayd 
O klicers oz their Deputies, abate and mitigate the extremitie ot ſuch their Fozfeitures ſo by the ri⸗ 
gour of Dur Lawes adiudged , oꝛ to be adiudged againſt them, by vertue of the ſayd Uerdicts, 
Judgements, oꝛ Executions. as they in their diſcretions ſhall thinke fit; Andafter payment made 
to Dur Recetuers of what ſhall be thought fit to be leuied accoꝛding to theſayd mitigation, to dil⸗ 
charge the ſayd Defendants, by Judgement o2 otherwile, agamſt Us, Pur Heires and Succeſſo2s, 
touching and concerning the Pꝛemiſſes. 
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And whereas diners Cities, and townes Cozpozate within this Realme of England, and Domi⸗ 
nion of wales, pꝛetending right, as from their auncient Charters,vnto the ſatd Fines, Fozfeitures,and 
other the Pꝛemiſſes. haue leuied and collected the ſame to their p2oper vle : By which Charters, 
neuertheleſſe, they haue no right at all to any ſuch Fines, and Fozfeitures, and that ſome of the ſaid 
Coꝛpoꝛations are willing to ſubmit themſclues to make Fine to Us, foꝛ all ſuch pꝛolſts and ſummes 
of money of the nature afozeſatd, ſo receiued by them, and that other Cities doe as yet fozbeare to 
make any ſubmiſſion, oz ſatiſfaction to Us: 

Our will and pleaſure is, that accozding to the power granted by Our laid letters Patents, 
Our laid Receiuers, oz their authozitzed Deputies, with the appzobation and allowance of the 
Barons of Dur Exchequer, and Our Attozney generall foꝛ the time being, oz any two of them, 
(whereof, the Eo2d chiefe Baron, oz Attozney generall fo2 the time being to bee alwayes one, 
may call befoze them the Maioꝛzs, Sherteffes , Recozders, Aldermen, Baylteffes and other ſuch 
chiefe officers of the ſaid Cities, and townes Coꝛpoꝛate, and may admit to compoſition, all ſach 
as are willing to ſubmit themſelues therennto, foꝛ all the Fines, Foꝛfeitures, and ſummes of mo- 
ney of the nature afozeſatd, by them, oꝛ any of them heretofoze leuiedoz recetned, of, foz, oz concer- 
ning the pzemiſſes, and thereupon fo giue ſuch ſufficient exoneration and lawfull diſcharge, of, 
and koꝛ the ſame, as ſhall bee by them thought fit and requiſite; And foꝛ ſuch as doe, oz (hall refuſe 
to accept of this Our royal! clemencie, to pꝛoceede againſt them, attoꝛding to Juſtice, and the 
Lawes of this Dur Realme. | 

Laſtly, Wee will, and doe hereby publiſh Our Royall Commandement to bee, that all, and 
euery Our Dubiects of this Dur Realme of England, and Donnnion of ales, doe take notice of 
the pzemilſes, and doe perkoꝛme and execute Our pleaſure herein declared, as they and every of 
them, will auoide the cenſure of wilfull contemners of Our Royall Commands, and ſuch puniſhs 
ments as by the Lawes, 02 Statutes of this Realme, oz otherwiſe may be inflicted vpon them 


in that behalfe,
